“Old documents” are troublesome things, and 
many a man who has aspired to serve his 
country has been made to feel the force of 
this remark. And in this predicament, we 
doubt not, so far as Americanism is concern- 
ed, now stands the “Little Giant" of Illi- 
nois, who would he the “gladdest" in the 
world, at this peculiar juncture, for a little 
aid from any quarter. His opposition to the

Douglas said; Every Know Nothing 
Lodge in Illinois has adopted the Abolition 
creed, and that is the miserable faction that 
seat my colleague . here. The Senator from 
Kentucky misunderstood me, else he would 
not have construed my remarks as personal 
to him. 

Mr. Crittenden — The gentleman did not 
make tho qualifications that he now docs. 

Mr. Douglas — Every gentleman must have 
understood me as making a distinction. I 
said nothing about the Southern Know- 
Nothings. 

At a ratification meeting held in Wash- 
ington city, in Juno, 1855, Mr. Douglas 

said: 

They (the Democratic party) were one 
compact party, possessing one ‘common 
creed; and they were arrayed against tho 
allied forces of Abolitionism, Know Nothing- 
ism, and every other “ism.” He rejoiced 
that they had got all the “isms” into one 
common line. He had long beon wishing 
to get them where the Democrats could rake 
them all down at once. 

These isms were animated by one common 
sentiment, and that was hostility to the 
Democratic party. Abolitionism and Know 
Nothitigiam were frit cousins generally; but 
in Illinois they were at least brothers and 
SIAMESE TWINS AT THAT.

— An election for mem- 
bers o( the Territorial Legislature took place 
in Kansas about two weeks ago. .Not much 
interest was felt anywhere outside of the 
Territory about it, as it was certain that the 
free State men would have things their own 
way, and carry the election without serious 
opposition.

— Doug- 
las's plan of excluding slavery from a Ter- 
ritory by unfriendly legislation is, i.t seems, 
about to be put in practice in Kansas. The 
Lawrence Herald of Freedom copies, with 
approbation, the Freeport speech of Doug- 
las and adds, exultingly: — 

“The Legislature of Kansas cannot neg- 
lect, at its next session, to take away such 
local legislation as now encourages or gives 
protection to slavery. It will do more: it 
will throw pains and penalties around the 
institution; it will give the negro the 
right to defend his person from assaults up- 
on him by his master; it will, in short, make 
him a freeman, and that without provision 
of recompense. The underground railroad 
will be thrown upon the surface. Those 
holding slave property in Kansas are urged 
to consider this as prophedic, if they please, 
for it will surely be realized.” 



Douglas qgv Squattkr Sovereignty. — 
Douglas is a rampant Squatter Sovereignty 
man, maintaining that the Territorial Legis- 
latures have the power, under the Kansas- 
Nebraska bill, to admit or exclude slavery at 
their pleasure. In his speech at Joliet, Il- 
linois, on the 31st of August, he repeated 
what he had previously said at Freeport, 
and said: 

“He (Lincoln) wanted to know whether, 
in my opinien, there was any lawful means 
by which slavery could be excluded from a 
Territory before its admission into the Union 
as a State. I answered him that, iti my 
opinion, under the Kansas-Nebraska bill it 
is in tho powor of the people of a Territory 
to introduee slavery or exclude it — just as 
they please. This is the opinion I have al- 
ways expressed of that bill, from the day I 
introduced it in Congress down to this 
hour.”

PRACTICAL LEGISLATION, AND ITS 
EFFECTS ON PARTIES. 

In the discharge o!' our duty as public 
journalists and as faithful chroniclers of the 
current time, \vc have lntcly been not un 
frequently called to note the increasing evi- 
dences of grave dissensions in the ranks of 
our Democratic frionds. Relieving, as we 
are glad to do, that the masses of all parties 
in a country like ours are animated by equal- 
ly patriotic, if not always by equally en- 
lightened motives of conduct, we have been 
ompellod to regret that of late years so 
large a share of our political activity has been 
expended in unprofitable discussions, which 
have rather ministered to questions of strils 
than conduced to the sultstantial interests of 
the people. We have never supposed, how- 
ever, that a people so practical as ours would 
■pe content to leave in porpetua! abeyance the 
consideration of those economical questions 
which intimately concern their prosperity 
and welfare, and hence we have not been at 
all surprised by the recent expressions of 
sentiment coming from the heart of tho De- 
mocracy in tho great Middle States, and de- 
manding, in no equivocal terms, some more 
effective measures of beneficent legislation 
than Congress has found time to pass under 
the exacting pressure of a fruitless sectional 
agitation, which, during the last few years, 
has absorbod tho attention of our rulers, to 
the almost total neglect of the topics which 
come home directly to the business and bo- 
soms of the people. 

Questions of purely sectional origin and 
bearing, from the very nature of their terms, 
must ever lack a foundation broad enough or 
deep enough to furnish a permanent ground 
of political action to those who seek to make 
them the tests of partisan discriminations. 
The most compact confederations must fall 
away and lose their consistency and force 
uuder the ceaseless friction of a noisy and 
polemical agitation, whioh, powerless for 
good, is potent only in the resources of crim- 
nation and invective. Great and respectable 
combinations of independent men can bo held 
together .only by some strong affinity of 
common interest; and hence a bond of union 
more permanent than the mere watchwords 
of party must be discovered and applied so 
soon as those watchwords cease any longer to 
represent real and substantial issues of pub 
lie policy. 

We have repeatedly expressed the opinion 
that our Democratic friends would find in 
the end that the sectional issugs which they 
have of late years contributed so largely to 
raise and foment are destined to prove a 
source of weakness rather than of strength 
to the organization which seemed for a time 
to thrive by their prominence. Accordingly 
we have already the melancholy confession 
of the official journal that the Democratic 
party of the present time is in more or less 
danger of becoming “a mere piece of mosaic, 
'a bit of white stone here and a bit of black 
stone there’ — a species of hydra of many 
heads, composed of ‘many men of many 
minds.’ ” It is idle for the Democracy, any 
more than the other political organizations 
which divide the country, to expect that the 
people will recognise the duty of implicit al- 
legiance to a party which habitually neglects 
the public wants to engage in an empty con- 
troversy over abstract questions, whose set- 
tlement to-day only tends to open anew the 
sources of fresh bickering and dissension 
to-morrow. In the field of speculation there 
is room for the widest diversity of opinions, 
and this diversity may bo tolerated if only 
there be an agreement upon the practical 
and immediate interests of the Republic. — 
But when these latter are postponed, and 
when a disputatious political orthodoxy sets 
up the arbitrary standards of its faith on 
grounds rather metaphysical than real, the 
“sober second-thought’’ of the people will 
rarely be found to recognise its obligations, 
or to stand greatly in awe of the threats 
pronounced against dissent. 

Nor can any party expect to live on the 
memory of its pastexploits, still lesson the 
imagination that its perpetuation in office is 
indispensable to the stability of the Confed- 
eracy. Neither the prestige of the past, nor 
the solemn adjurations of the future, cau re 
irieve in the popular judgment the want of 
mseful activity in the present; and if the 
Democracy do not meet this demand they 
have neither right nor claim to the tenure of 
that power which they hold at the will of 
the people for tho benefit ol the people, and 
not, as it seems to be sometimes mistakenly 
thought, for the benefit of the party organi- 
zation. If this latter be in danger ol falling 
to pieces, (as the Union now apprehends,) its 
disintegration cannot be stayed by any jere 
miads pronounced against the contumacy of 
particulars leaders or constituents of the 
party; but the popular confidence which it 
is forfeiting, as is proved by every new do 
lection, may perhaps be regained by discard 
iug the ruinous maxims which have latterly 
converted our political contests into a mere 
“strife of tongues,” whereas, in former days, 
they were joined in generous rivalry over 
some question of real importance to the Com- 
monwealth.

The Work Goes Bravely On. — One of 
the meanest acts we have heard of for a long 
time was the removal of Judge Ben Monroe 
from the office of Reporter to the Court of 
Appeals. J udge Monroe had held the office 
for eighteen years, having during that time 
issued eighteen volumes of reports of the de- 
cisions of the tribunal of which until recen- 
tly was so august and so highly venerated 
throughout the country, liimself au able 
jurist and posessed of extensive attainments 
as a lawyer, he had given universal satisfac- 
tion as a Reporter, and not the slightest 
complaint was ever muttered against him 
in his official capabity even by the most 
fault-finding and censorions. Learned, in- 
dustrious and pains taking, he had ably per- 
formed every duty incumbent upon him, 
and had come up to every requirement of 
his position. As a man and a citizen his 
conduct had been no less exemplary. A 
strict and concientious member of a highly 
respectable and influential religious denomi- 
nation, scrupulously honest and upright in 
all his dealings with his fellow-men; as a 
friend kind, sincere, and frank; as a citizen 
public spirited and enterprising, not a whis- 
per of reproach had ever been breathed a- 
gainst him in any of these capacities. It 
could not, then, have been the want of any 
qualification as a Reporter, or the lack of 
any necessary attribute iu his personal char- 
acter, which induced the Judges of the 
Gourt of Appeals to supersede Judge Mon- 
roe, by the appointment of a gentleman 
wholly in experienced in the duties of the 
effice. It was partizan prejudice and the 
vile spirit of proscription dominant in the 
laud which iuduced these Democratic .Judg- 
es to be guilty of an act for which they can- 
not but blush. However, as they were el- 
ected as partizan Judges, on account of 
their political principles, and for no other 
reason, it is but natural to expect that they 
will allow their partizan animosities to sway 
ihem in their judicial conduct. 

The removal of J udge Monroe from the 
office of Reporter was as act entirely unpre- 
cedented in the annals of the Court of Ap- 
peals of Kentucky. Since the organization 
of that court, no Reporter was ever remo- 
ved or superseded until the case of Judge 
Monroe, but they were all allowed to con- 
tinue in office until they died or voluntarily 
resigned. This was a mark of esteem and 
a reward of services which had always been 
tendered to the meritorious and deserving. 
It has been reserved to the period of Locofo- 
eo ascendency in the State and upon the Su- 
preme Bench to make partizan services, and 
notj eminent ability and long service to the 
State, the test for office, purely ministerial 
or judicial. In the days gone past, when the 
Supreme Bench of Kentucky was occupied 
by able jurists and profoundly learned law- 
yers instead of county politicians: in those 
days when the decisions of our Court of Ap- 
peals were read and looked to as models of 
justice and sound law all over the country, 
the distinguished and pure men who then 
graced the Bench would have scorneJ to be 
guilty of such un act as much as they would 
the olfer of a bribe. They never permitted 
their political opinions to bias their judg- 
ment on the Bench.

TEMPERANCE IN KENTUCKY. 

“Rev. J. C. Bristow, of Louisville, was 
called on for a report on the state of Tem- 
perance. The reverend gentleman briefly 
remarked that he was not able to furnish a 
detailed statement at that time, but would 
state as a summary that there was more 
strychnine and red eye whisky drank in 
Kentucky than ever had been before. He 
evidently agrees with Parson Brownlow, 
who says that he can readily tell when he 
“strikes Kentucky” by the number of dog- 
geries he finds at all the towns and cross- 
roads, with fellows playing marbles for 
drinks of tangle foot.

From the Covingtun Journal. 

COVINGTON & LEXINGTON KAIL 
ROAD. 

The people of Covington having in their 
corporate capacity $500,000 at stake in this 
work, must feel some interest in regard to 
its condition. 

In July last the Directors issued a cir- 
cular, addressed to bond-holders, in which 
it was stated that the sum of $800,000 was 
required to put the road in order, build de 
pots and furnish necessary rolling stock. — 
The Directors proposed to withhold the in- 
terest on the bonds, fund the debt, and ap- 
ply the proceeds to putting the road in or- 
der, Ac. The circular presented the affairs 
of the company as in a worse condition than 
had been supposed by anybody outside of 
the management; nevertheless the Directors 
had the credit of making at least a candid 
statement. It would seem, however, that 
the correctness of the statement was ques- 
tioned, and at the instance of parties inter- 
ested, Mr. W. H. Clement, a competent rail- 
road man, was sent over the road to ascer- 
tain its condition. According to the Cincin- 
nati Gazette, Mr. Clement has reported that 
exclusive of depots and rolling stock, it will 
require $157,000 to put the road in order. — 
Of that sutn $100,000 can be expended 
within the next three years, so that an imme- 
diate outlay of only $57,000 will be requir- 
ed. It is inferred from the report of Clem- 
ent that he does not consider the immediate 
erection of depots necessary for the trans- 
action of business, and that additional roll- 
ing stock is not absolutely required. — 
The discrepancy between the estimate of 
the company and that of Mr. Clement, is ex- 
traordinary, and remains unexplained. 

A meeting of the socond mortgage bond- 
holders was held in the early part of this 
month at Cincinnati, and, probably with the 
foregoing facts before them, they adopted a 
series of resolutions, which have within a 
few days p^st been made public. The reso- 
lutions declare that “the operations of the 
road have not been conducted in a manner 
satisfactory and to the interests of the hold- 
ers of the second mortgage bonds,” and di- 
rect “that the Trustee under the second 
mortgage be instructed to institute, at tho 
earliest practicable time, legal proceedings 
for obtaining possession of the road, and for 
a sale of the same under a foreclosure of the 
mortgage.” The Trustee was also request- 
ed “to pay within sixty days the interest 
due on the 1st day of September last, upon 
the first mortgage 1 >onds,” and provision 
was made for raising the money for this pur- 
pose. The following is the sixth resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved, That whilst the holders of the 
Second Mortgage Bonds intend to enforce all 
their legal rights in the most prompt and 
efficient manner, yet they will be ready to 
receive and act on any fair and equitable 
proposition from Stockholders or others for 
the amicable adjustment of their matters. 

In subsequent negotiations between a com- 
mittee of bondholders and the directors of 
the company, the committee made the pay- 
ment of the ovordue interest on the first 
mortgage bonds a condition precedent to the 
reception of any proposition looking to the 
amicable adjustment of unsettled matters. 
This was conceded by the company, and a 
resolution was adopted by the hoard of di- 
rectors ordering the payment of interest on 
the first mortgage bonds. It is supposed tho 
company will also make provision for the 
payment of interest on the second mortgage 
bonds. 

We find, then, that the road is in a better 
condition than might have been inferred from 
the circular issued last July; that the com- 
pany has agreed to pay the interest on the 
first mortgago bonds, and will probably 
make provision for the interest on the sec- 
ond mortgage bonds. Do these facts justify 
the conclusion that the city of Covington’s 
$500,000, or any portion of it, can be saved? 
\Ve fear not. A statement showing the re- 
ceipts and disbursements of the road for 
eleven months, ending October 1, 1858, is 
before us. The substance of the statement 
is as follows:

THE GREAT PRIZE FIGHT BE- 
TWEEN MORRISSEY AND HEE 

NAN. 

Wc take from the Buffalo Republic the 
following account of the human bullfight 
that came off at Long Point. Canada, on 
Wednesday last: 

The spot selected for the ring was at least 
two miles from the place where tho steam- 
ers landed, and the whole party were treated 
to a tramp of that distance through heavy 
sand, before they arrived at the spot at which 
was to he decided the great question of su- 
periority between two men, who were to 
stand up and maltreat each other, for the 
benefit of a parcel of individuals who had 
not the slightest sympathy, beyond their 
pockets, with either of the combatants. 

Tho selection of the ground, according to 
the articles of agreement, belonged to Mor- 
rissey, and it whs selected by his seconds, as 
the most available of any in the neighbor- 
hood. McCabe, llocnan s socond, agreed to 
the spot, although the articles of agreement 
expressed that the tight should take place on 
the turf, and noton the sand. However, 
since the crowd had come to see the fight, lie 
would make no objection. 

At half past three the light commenced. 

First Round. — Morrissey commenced 
the attack by endeavoring to get in blows on 
Iieenan’s face, which were constantly de- 
feated by the perfect manner in which Hce- 
nan handled himself. Confident in his de- 
fense he attacked Morrpssey, and for a few 
moments somo of the most fearful blows 
were given and received ever chronicled, 
Morrissey getting the worst of it, the blood 
flowing in a torrent from his nose and lips, 
confusing him considerably. 

Morrissey retreated to the ropes, Ileenan 
close after him, and when near the ropes 
Heenan struck a fearful blow with his left 
hand, which Morrissey dodged like lightning, 
Heenan’s fist passing Morrissey’s head in 
dangerous proximity, and struck a post 
with such force as to almost shatter that 
hand, splintering several of the small bones. 
They clinched here, Morrissey being thrown, 
Heenan falling heavily, his full length upon 
him. This ended the first round. 

Second Round. — Heenan commenced the 
attack, and Heenan stock went up considera- 
bly. There was some capital sparring for 
some time, Ileenan “countering” on Morris- 
sey’s head and face, Morrissey dealing his 
blows with tremendous effect upon the body 
of Heenan, which began to tell, added to the 
effects of the accident to Heenan’s left hand. 
After a clinch Morrissey was thrown, Ilee, 
nan falling on him heavily. 

Third Round. — Both of them looked very 
tired, but both were wary. After a few min- 
utes they came to quarters, Morrissey pun- 
ishing Heenan’s body with sledge hammer 
blows, and Heenan returning them with in 
terest full on Morrissey’s face, which was fast 
becoming indc-scri bable through its blood and 
swellings. After a clinch Heenan was 
thrown, and they retired to their corners. 

Fourth Round. — When Morrissey came 
up in this round, lie was received with loud 
and long cheering. His appearance was 
much in his favor, and his friends were more 
and more confident of his success. He look- 
ed much fresher than when he came up in 
the proceeding round, and vastly more confi- 
dent. The hitting in this round was very 
heavy, Heenan delivering his blows on the 
head and body of Morrissey, while Morris- 
sey confined his work to Heenan’s body 
alone. Heenan appeared lame (it has come 
out since the light that he was suffering from 
a fever sore.) After a great many powerful 
blows, they clinched, and Heenan was 
thrown, Morrissey throwing his whole 
weight on him ns he fell. 

Fifth Round. — Alter many hard blows, 
given and received, Heenan drove Morrissey 
near the ropes, and with one tremendous 
blow with his right delivered on the cheek, 
knocked Morrissey off his feet fiat to the 
ground. Heenan stock rose at the end of 
this round, and considerable applause went 
up from his friends. 

Sixth Round. — Both parties appeared 
very well. Heenan apparently the more 
fatigued. He came up bravely, - however, 
and alter some sparring let ily three smash- 
ing blows full iu Morrissey’s face, causing 
the blood to flow in torrents. Morrissey 
although close to the rope, made play again 
clenches his adversary, and both come to 
the ground, Morrissey on top, falling hea- 
vily. 

Seventh Round. — Many blows were ex 
changed, Morrissey’s on his adversary's 
body, until, Hecnau making a tremendous 
blow with his left, missed his man, and fell 
fiat on his face on the ground. 

The eighth, ninth and tenth rounds were 
all of a kind, Heenan showing good pluck 
and fight, though evidently exhausted, while 
Morrissey kept dealing his fearful blows full 
on the body and ribs oi' Heenan. They were 
overpowering in their cfl'ect: Heenan had 
received enough of them to kill an ox, hut 
still stood up bravely. Each of these rounds 
concluded with a clench, in which Heenan 
was thrown, Morrissey falling upon him with 
all his weight. Morrissey during these 
rounds received many blows about the face 
and head, one eye being closed, his nose 
split, his lips cut, and his face and neck and 
chest presenting a very gory and terrible ap- 
pearance. In the 

Eleventh round, there was some very 
heavy hitting, Morrissey still receiving about 
the face, head and ears, and dealing back 
upon the chest and ribs of his adversary. — 
After some time spent in this way, Morris- 
sey managed to get in a terrible blow with 
his left fist on the side of Heenan’s neck, 
which felled him to the ground, knocking 
him nearly senseless. When time was call- 
ed he could not come up to the scratch, and 
Aaron Jones, who saw how matters stood, 
threw up his cap and acknowledged the de- 
feat of Heenan. 

(Since writing the foregoing, we are in- 
formed that Mol^Sssey’s blow on Heenan’s 
neck was not the end of the fight. After 
that was a clench, in which Heenan. was 
thrown heavily. When time was called, 
Heenan rose up partially from his second’s 
knee, but fell back again and fainted entirely 
away.) 

But twenty-nine minutes were occupied 
in the oleven rounds, and the first occupying 
seven minutes, the remaining ten rounds 
were got through with in twenty-two min- 
utes. Morrissey’s seconds were Kelley and 
“Dublin Tricks,” while Heenan was second- 
ed by Aaron J ones and Mackey. The fight 
is considered one of the most terrific on 
ecord. 

There was tremendous cheering on Mor- 
rissey’s side when the decision of the battle 
was mado known. Heenan was conveyed 
to a shanty near by. A large crowd in and 
around the structure, deprived Heenan of 
air, and in spite of Mackey’s expostulations, 
they filled the house to overflowing. Mackey 
brake his slick over the heads of many of 
tho crowd, and finding that that did not 
move them, squared oil' at them, and after 
knocking a number of them down, the tiouse 
was cleared. Ileenan was conveyed, weare 
informed, over the sand to the boat in a wa- 
gon. He did not fully revive, we understand, 
until he got to the boat. 

The fight concluded at half-past four P. 
M., and not until seven o’clock were all 
hands on board their respective boats, and 
on their way to Buffalo, where they arrived 
at three o’clock this morning. 

T1IF. STAKES. 

The stakes in this fight amounted to five 
thousand dollars — twenty-five hundred a 
side — which amount has been delivered up 
to Morrissey’s friends. At least four hun- 
dred thousand dollars has been bet in this 
State alone on the result of this tight, and 
we conversed with a Philadelphia man this 
morning, who had wou five thousaud dollars 
on Morrissey. 

WHAT KIND OF PEOPLE WENT TO SEE THE 
FIGHT. 

Philadelphia was well (?) represented, 
there being about one hundred individuals 
present from the Quaker city — among them 



two aldermen, who we would not bo willing 
to affirm belonged to the Society of Friend??

FORNEY ON THE RESULT IN PENN- 
SYLVANIA. 

Two years ago, about the same hour in 
which we are now writing, the editor of the 
Press, then the Chairman of the Democratic 
State Committee, sat down )o address the 
Democratic party of the whole country upon 
the election of James Buchanan to the 
Presidency, and congratulate the people up- 
on tho triumph of the great principle of Pop- 
ular Sovereignty, without which Mr. Buch- 
anan could not have been elevated to that 
high position. That was in October of ’56, 
be it remembered, and that result was re- 
garded as deciding the Presidential contest 
in November succeeding. Since that period 
the same principle has been kept consist- 
ently in view by the editor of this journal, 
but intermediately, between then and now, 
the President of the United States has pre- 
ferred to discard the great principle which 
made him President, and we have been 
thrown, by a series of events familiar to the 
people, into a hostile attitude to his policy, 
in this respect. Every effort which has 
been made toward conciliation and toleration 
has been haughtily refused. An appeal was 
therefore taken to the people of Pennsylvania. 
And now we sit down, as we did in 1856, af- 
ter the October election, to chronicle the tri- 
umph of the principle which elected James 
James Buchanan to the Ptesidency. But 
we deeply regret to say that this time we 
are called upon to rejoice over tho triumph 
of the principle, |and the defeat of the man 
who was elected upon it. At this writing, 
it looks as if almost every Congressional Le- 
comptonite in Pennsylvania had been defeat- 
ed! So much for those who have preferred 
the patronage and favor of the President to 
the confidence of the people. Thus much 
for the Executive, who has chosen to turn 
his back upon the immortal doctrine that 
the American people shall control their own 
affairs in their own way, and who has dar- 
ed to erect, in every district in Pennsyl- 
vania, an official influence at &ar “with the 
fundamental principles of the Constitution. 
Thus much for the new and startling idoa 
that not tho Federal Union, hut that “the 
President must and shall be sustained.” —

22>jd ok February Convention. — T he 
Louiiiville Journal publishes a call for a Con- 
vention of tho "Opposition'’ to Democracy 
in Kentucky, and designates the 22d of 
February next as the time of its assembling 
and Louisville as the place. Wc are grnti 
tied that this convention has been called; 
and we trust that the Americans and Whigs 
of the litato, and all others who are opposed 
to the destructive principles of modern De 
inocracy, whether included in these party 
designations or not, will unite in making this 
one of the grandost political demonstrations 
that has ever taken place in Kentucky. — 
The Democracy hold their convention on 
the 8th of January at Frankfort, when they 
propose to present a full ticket for all the 
olHcers to be elected in August next, l.et 
the Opposition, who, whenever a fair and 
full test is made, will be found to constitute 
a decided majority of the voters of the 
State, come together then at the time speci- 
fied, take counsel together in the spirit of 
patriots, and, with a determination to rescue 
Kentucky from tho embrace of Locofocoisin, 
present such a ticket as out of its abundant 
materiel they can select, and we entertain a 
strong assurance that the object of their 
wishes can be certainly' accomplished. — 
Kentucky is not a Locofoco State — cir- 
cumstances of a peculiar character have 
tended to give the self-styled Democracy 
tho supremacy in the State for the last two 
years — many old Whigs have felt it their 
duty to vote with that party during the last 
t w'i -r - .*uo cannot be induced to do so 
hereafter, and it may reasonably be calcula- 
ted that all of them except those who united 
themselves with the Democracy in order to 
further their sellish ends, will now feel it 
their duty to unite in the overthrow of the 
most reckless, disorganizing and corrupt ad- 
ministration that has ever controlled the 
destinies of this great nation — and Kentucky 
will thus be restored to her former proud 
position of hostility to Democracy in all its 
forms. 

The following is the invitation to the Op- 
position to meet in Convention which ap- 
peared in the Journal of Saturday last: 

Opposition Convention. — T he Ameri- 
cans and Old-line Whigs of Kentucky, and 
all others who are desirous of uniting in the 
overthrow of the present corrupt adminis- 
tration of the General Government, are re- 
quested to meet in convention at Louisville 
on the 22d day of February, 1859, for the 
purpose of nominating an Opposition ticket 
for Governor, Lieutenant Governor, and oth- 
er State officers. We publish this call after 
consultation with some of the most enlight- 
ened politicians from all parts of the State, 
and in conformity with their views. There 
is no good reason why there should not be a 
union of the Opposition strength in Ken- 
tucky, and union is uuquestionably neces- 
sary to success. With it, we shall carry the 
State by an old-fashioned majority, and the 
foundation will be laid broad and deep for a 
great national triumph in 1880. 

We hope that delegates to the Opposition 
Convention will at once be appointed through- 
out all the counties in Kentucky. Let there 
tie no jealousy detwoen Americans and old 
Whigs; they have a unity of interests and 
must have harmony of actiou. 

By the following resolutions of tho Amer- 
ican State Convention, it will be seen that 
they heartily unite in this call of an Opposi- 
tion Convention: 

At a meeting of tho American Slate Com- 
mittee on Friday, the 22d, Henry J. Billings, 
pretiding, T. C. Pomeroy, Secretary, the 161- 
loaing res''lutions were offered by Blanton 
Duucau. Esq . and jid : i d: | 

Resolved, That the disorganization of the 
Democratic party and the adoption in many 
portions of the country by Republicans of 
more conservative views are hailed by us as 
an evidence that the dawn of a bright politi- 
cal day for the Americans is near at hand. 
Regarding as past all danger of a purely sec- 
tional strife, we gladly perceive in the modi- 
fication of Republican party managers an in- 
tention to bury the negro question, and al- 
low some legislation for the benefit of the 
white race. The increasing American senti- 
ment encourages us to believe that but a short 
time will elapse before our party must be 
the predominating infiuenco in the nation, 
and induces the conviction that nothing is 
wanting to give us a victory in Kentucky 
but a thorough organization and confidence 
in our own strength. 

Resolved, That a convention shall be held 
in the city of Louisville at 1 1 1 .i o'clock, A. 
M., on Tuesday, tho ‘22d day of February. 
1859, for the purpose of selecting candidates 
for the gtate offices which are to be filled at 
the election in August next. 

Resolved, That all persons hostile to the 
present Administration are hereby cordially 
invited to unite with us in presenting a ticket 
which shall receive the hearty support o f all 
opponents of the ruinous policy of the Gov- 
ernment. 

Resolved, That the basis of representation 
shall be the same as that adopted by the last 
convention, which fixed the representation 
in each county at one delegate for every hun- 
dred Fillmore votes and an additional dele- 
gate for any fraction of fifty votes. 

Resolved, That all tho American papers of 
the State be requested to give publicity to 
these resolutions. 

We trust that measures will be at once 
taken in the different counties of the State 
to secure a large attendance at the proposed 
Convention. Let it be a mass meeting of 
the party, rather than a convention of dele- 
gates; and let us show to our opponents that 
altho’ defeated, as we have been, wc are not 
conquered; and that we will “fight on — fight 
ever,” in the glorious cause which deserves 
our devotion. 

The Unitt ok the Partt. — A New 
York paper states that a delegation of New 
York Democrats recently called upon Mr. 
Buchanan and requested him to induce his 
“Danite” officials to desist from warring up- 
on Judge Douglas in Illinois, and especially 
urged him to do this, in view of the benefi- 
cial effects it would havo upon the prospects 
of the Democracy of the Empire State at 
the coming election; and that the President 
replied by saying that “the unit — y of the 
Democratic party must he preserved though 
every Democratic candidate for Congress in 
New York were dofeated.” If the down- 
fall of the Administration long continues to 
proceed at the present rate of declension 
we do not doubt that the party will shortly 
become very unity. It will consist of J nines 
Buchanan, and nobody else. So says For- 
ney. 



Another Old Citizen Gone. — It be- 
comes our painful duty to-day to announce 
the death of A hr A, u am T. Skii.lman, Esq. 
He died, suddenly, of a disease of the heart, 
at his residence in this city, yesterday morn- 
ing at 11 t.J o'clock. 

Mr. Skillman was one of our oldest and 
best citizens. There are few persons now 
living in the city, who have resided here for 
a greater length of time than he had, and he 
has left none behind him who enjoyed more 
fully the respect, confidence ami estcom of 
all who knew him. He fulfilled, with a con- 
science void of guile, all the duties of life, 
and it may well be questioned whether there 
is a single human being who entertained 
other than feelings of kindness and respect 
to him. lie was at the time of his doath 
the President of tho Lexington Cemetery 
Company, and a member of the City Coun- 
cil, the duties of each of which positions he 
discharged, without fee or reward, in a man- 
ner to command the perfect approbation of 
those lor whose lienefit they were underta- 
ken. In no small degree is the city of Lex- 
ington indebted to him for its beautiful “City 
of tho Dead,” in the establishment of which, 
as well as its improvement and decoration, 
ho took a peculiar pride. The spot iu it se- 
lected by himself for fiis remains will cover 
him forever from our sight, but it cannot 
withhold from us the remembranco of his 
virtues and his worth. 

Mr. Skillman had been for noarly half a 
century a consistent and devoted member 
of the Presbyterian church, and he died, as 
lie had lived, a pious Christian. 

His funeral will take place from the Sec- 
ond Presbyterian church this (Wednesday) 
afternoon at 3 o’clock. 

Coi,. J. Delfh. — W e are deeply pained 
to announce that our county man. Col. Jerk. 
Delfh, met with an accident on Saturday 
evening last, from the effects of which it is 
feared he will not recover. He was return- 
ing from Scott county, where he had attend 
ed a sale that day, and when opposite the 
residence of Samuel J. Salyers, Esq., about 
eight miles from Lexington on the George- 
town Turnpike, his horse was alarmed by the 
sudden appearance of a dog in the road, and, 
wheeling suddenly round threw Col. Delph 
from his buggy. He fell upon his head, and 
being a heavy man, the concussion rendered 
him insensible. In this condition he was 
found by Mr. Salyers, who removed him to 
his house, where fie has since received every 
mark of attention and kindness which 
friendship could offer, as well as the best 
medical assistance and skill. lie was alive 
yesterday at noon, but the indications were 
against his rccov, y. He has never spoken 
since the accident, and does not appear to be 
at all conscious of what is going on around 
him, although possessed of ability to walk 
about his room. 

Col. Delph is extensively known asan Auc- 
tioneer, and as one of our most respected 
and useful citizens, and his death would not 
only be deplored by his family and friends, 
but would be a serious loss to our commu- 
nity. We sincerely trust that his robust 
constitution may yet be able to overcome 
the severe shock it has sustained. 



Suicide. — William R. Cole, recently of 
Kentucky, where he had been engaged in 
teaching school, committed suicide on Fri- 
day last in the city of New York, in conse- 
quence of having been swindled iu the pur- 
chase of a ticket for his passage to Califor- 
nia. 

OiT In Stout was executed for the mur- 
der of his brother-in-law, Littles, at Roch- 
ester, New York, on Friday last. 



An unusual excitement was created in 
New Albany, Indiana, on Saturday last, tin- 
der the following circumstances: 

Some time in July last two men, named 
Bell, father and son, who resided in Indiana, 
were forcibly taken out of the jail at Bran- 
denburg, in Meade county, whore they had 
been confined since the previous March upon 
the charge of aiding and encouraging slaves 
to escape from their owners. They were 
rescued by a son of tho elder prisoner, Horace 
Bell, and two other men, who availed them- 
selves of the absence of nearly all the citi- 
zens of the village at a public gathering in 
the country to accomplish their purpose. — 
They went to tho jail with drawn pistols, 
demanded the keys of the jailor’s wife, and 
upon their surrender, took the two Bells 
out, escorted them to the river, placed 
them in a tkifl - which was in readinees, 
rowed them across the river, and set them 
at liberty. The citizens of Brandenburg, 
so soon as they were made acquainted with 
the outrago, held a meeting and offered a re- 
ward of $500 for the delivery of Horaee 
Bell to tho jailor at that place. 

On Saturday last, Horace Bell, who had 
been in attendance several days at the Fair 
near Albany, was arrested on the street in 
that city by five men who stated that they 
were officers from Louisville, hurried to the 
Ferry boat, brought to Louisville and con- 
fined in jail. The same night he was started 
to Brandenburg in charge of an officer to 
answer for the gross offence against the law 
which he had there committed. 

So soon as the fact was made pubis, 
in New Albany, but after the officers 
ahd succeeded in securing their prisoner 
in the Louisville jail, a tremendous ex- 
citement followed. The citizens were called 
together by the ringing of the fire bells, 
and Governor Willard, who was in the 
city at the time, assured the citizens that he 
would make a requisition upon the Governor 
of Kentucky for the men who had captured 
Bell. The ferryman who brought the officers 
in charge of Bell over the river was arrested, 
and, altho’ he protested that he was com- 
pelled after the party came on board, to cast 
the boat loose, they determined that his case 
should undergo investigation, and fixed Tues- 
day (yesterday) for the purpose. It is also 
stated that a party of about one hundred 
men had chartered the ferry boat Empire, 
and left on her on Sunday with the avowed 
purpose of rescuing Bell at Brandcnqurg. 

W'e do not know whether the officers who 
arrested Bell had a legal requisition to do so 
or not: but we think tho New Albany peo- 
ple must have been anxious for a cause of 
excitement, to have been willing to find it in 
a case in which so gross an outrage upon 
law and justice had been perpetrated. 

The Louisville Journal says that it has 
been the practice of Indiana officers for years 
to arrest parties in Kentucky charged with of- 
fences, and take th across the river, and the 
same thing has l done by Kentucky offi- 
cers in Indiana There are at this very time 
one or two persons in jail at Louisvillo for 
stealing, who were taken iu that manner; 
and no such arrests have ever before causod 
any excitement. If the feelings of the abo- 
litionists had not been excited by this case, 
it may well lie questioned, whether Bell’s 
arrest would have caused the slightest 
sation. As it is, altho’ the capture may not 
have been strictly legal, wc are glad that he 
is in the power of Kentucky justice. 

ft^7"Siuce tho above was in type, we see 
that Bell was carried safely to Brandenburg’ 
and upon his arrival there Judge Stuart 
(the Circuit Judge) ordered him to the jail 
at Elizabethtown, in order to prevent any 
conflict thaa might arise from an attempted 
rescue by the Indianians.

0^7”The recent elections in Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and Indiana, for members of Congress 
has resulted as follows: 

In Pennsylvania, Opposition 20; anti-Le- 
coinpton Democrats 3; administration Dem- 
ocrats 2. In the present Congress there are 
15 Democrats, and 10 opposition members. 

The official returns from 85 counties, for 
Judge of the Supreme Court, give the fol- 
lowing aggregate result: Read (Opp.) 184,- 

250; Porter (Dem.) 158,367 — majority for 
Read 25,883. This will be increased by the 
majorities not yet heard from. 

The Legislature stands: Senate, Opposi- 

tion 16: Democrats 17 — House, Opposition 
68, Democrats 32 — Opposition majority on 
joint ballot 35. 

In Ohio, the Opposition have elected 16 
members to Congress, and the Democrats 5. 
In the present Congress, the Opposition have 
13 and the Democrats 8. 

In Indiana, the Opposition have elected 8 
members of Congress, and the Democrats 

5. In the present Congress the Opposition 
have five members and the Democrats 8. 

It will be seen by the above that the Dem- 
ocrats have lost largely. In tho present 
Congress the members from these States stand 
Democrats 29, Opposition 28. In the next 
Congress there wiil be 44 Opposition; 3 anti- 
Lecoinpton Democrats; and 10 regular Dem- 
ocrats. 

“Such a revolution has never taken place 
in any section of the country fur years, 
and it reals the fate of Democracy iu 1860.

“So far as Messrs. Toombs, Stephens, 
Brown, Orr, and Green are concerned, they 
merely paid Douglas the n^or compliment 
of preferring him to Lincoln — and their ex- 
pression of opinion was previous to his speech 
at Freeport, in which he openly took ground 
in favor of squatter sovereignty and against 
the decision of tho Supreme Court in the 
Dred Scott case. 

"So fur as the Kentucky Democratic pa- 
pers are concerned, we believe that every 
one of them except the Louisville Democrat, 
is in open denunciation of Douglas, and con- 
sider him as bad as Lincoln.” 

Well, sir, if they do, the leaders of your par- 
ty do not appear to think with them. Mr. 
James B. Clay and Mr. John C. Breckinridge 
arc both out in letters in favor of Mr. Doug- 
las’ re-election. How long do you suppose 
it will lie, under such circumstances, before 
the “Kentucky Democratic papers” will 
follow suit. Will not the Herald itself be 
for Douglas for President in 1860, if the 
Democratic Convention makes him the can- 
didate? If it does not it will scarcely be 
able to hold its position as a “Democratic 
party ” long.

Cura. — T ho Hon. Erastus Corning was 
nominated for Congress at a Democratic Con- 
vention which was held at Albany, New 
York, on Saturday week. The following 
resolution was adopted on the occasion: 

Resolved, That the course of Erastus Cor- 
ning, in sustaining the administration of the 
President of our choice, is fully approved by 
this Convention, and that we shall take much 
pleasure in seeing his vote recorded for the 
acquirement of Cuba, should “Manifest Des- 
tiny” bring that question before the present 
or the next Congress, to which we intend he 
shall be elected, believing that by its peace- 
ful acquisition the slave trade will lie effectu- 
ally stopped, the border States made free 
States, and a more extended market opened 
tor the wheat, corn, pork, and other products 
of the North and West in exchange for 
cheap sugar. 

The Philadelphia Inquirer, noticing this 
movement at the lieadqu rrters of Democra- 
cy in the Empire State, zavs that the an- 
nexation of Cuba will probably be the next 
movement on the political chess-board. Mr. 
Buchanan will be compelled to take a bold 
step, with the object of strengthening his 
Administration. It was some time since in- 
timated by the affinal, that a war with Spain 
might readily be provoked, but tho expres- 
sions of public opinion were so unequivo- 
cally adverse to such a movement that the 
scheme was abandoned. The President will, 
however, be compelled to do something. — 
He cannot remain in his present awkward 
position. The latest rumor from Washing- 
ton is, that authority wili be sought from 
Congress, for the purpose of securing the ac- 
quisition of the Queen of the Antilles by fair 
and honorable means. This, perhaps, would 
be the most advisable plan under the circum- 
stances. There are three great prizes before 
this country -qsCutia, Central America, and 
Moxico. A n attempt has been already made 
to purchase the former, hut without success. 
Central America is rich, fertile and attrac- 
tive, but the fillibusters under Col. Walker 
were driven from that portion of the conti- 
nent with contempt and indignation. Mex- 
ico is not yet quite ripe. All, however, will 
probably corn c in turn. The policy that 
has heretofore actuated our Government, has 
lieen that of masterly inactivity. But if any 
serious design lio meditated, as concerns 
Cuba, the subject should be discussed boldly 
and openly, in order to afford the people at 
large an opportunity to express their senti- 
ments. 

In connection with this subject, we see 
that the Washington correspondent of the 
New York Times says that Mr. Buchanan’s 
policy in endeavoring to purchaso Cuba aims 
at fivo things, viz: 

1. To satisfy the bishop and clergy of Spain 
that the Catholic church would not wane, 
and lie forced to a secondary position on the 
island in the event of its transfer to tho Un- 
ted States. 

2. To satisfy Christiana that her thirty 
millions of private property on the island 
would not be subject to the principles of 
agrarianism, but would be doublod in value 
by the transfer. 

3. To satisfy the agriculturist that his 
market would not be injured, but improved, 
by having not only the ports of Cubs, hut 
the whole country free to his produce. 

4. To satisfy the commercial interests that 
free trade would lie accordod to them here, 
while they could discriminate at home ac- 
cording to their own pleasure. 

And lastly, to satisfy the government that 
a transfer of the island is actually necessary 
to secure lasting poa-e between the two 
countries.

He professes bimsel 
ready to contract to lay tho rope from Va- 
lentia to Newfoundland, every thing inclu- 
ded, for £182,000, the cost of manufactur- 
ing the cable being about £86 per mile.

Kentucky Agricultural School. 

SO. HI. 

»l'o J. B. Bowman, 

General Agent of Kentucky University: 

It is to be expected that those who enter 
un Agricultural School here as students, will 
Jiave already become in a good degree famil- 
Sar with Agriculture as an art. They will 
.have lieen accustomed to conduct or to di 
jrect its simple processes; they will have 
gained some practical skill and judgment in 
regard to the comparative utility of the va 
rious forms of the implement.-, of agricul- 
aure, and will have acquired also a certain 
amount of valuable information in relation 
to the improved breeds of farm animals and 
the usual methods of farm-management. — 
.In many of these matters a high degree of 
proficiency has already been attained by 
jilted individuals of the farming community, 
and agricultural clubs, fairs and journals 
have diffused throughout the entire country, 
and amongst all classes, a large amount ol 
valuable agricultural knowledge. Science 
t-ver has to some extent popularized both her 
theories and her methods. Her improved 
machinery for the operations of the farm is 
comprehended aud admired by all, and her 
liew processes are readily adopted evon by 
those who remain unacquainted with the 
principles on which they arc founded. 

On these accounts it is, that in an Agri- 
cultural School there remains chiefly the 
science of farming to be taught, and this fact 
lias an important bearing upon the plan aud 
the details of the institutiou, since it renders 
unnecessary a very extensive farm, with 
those complicated aud .expensive arrange- 
ments which involve many difficulties and 
often lead to failure. It is, nevertheless, es- 
sential that there should be connected with 
the School a quantity of land sufficient to 
nllow experimental illustrations of the im- 
portant facts and principles taught, and an 
exemplification, upon a limited scale at least, 
of that system of regular and progressive 
improvement to be adoptod upon an estate, 
&nd of the mutual relations of the several 
departments of agriculture. One hundred 
or one hundred and fifty acres of land, devo- 
ted to these purposes, and to some extent 
also to Horticulture, could be made, under 
prudent management, to contribute largely 
to the gratification and improvement of pu- 
pils, and also, to some extent, to the income 
of the institution. An experimental farm, 
therefore, I would regard as a necessary 
basis of operations, though its dimensions 
might be essentially modified oy circum- 
stances, especially if the owners of contigu- 
ous estates could themselves be induced to 
adopt upon their own farms, or certain por- 
tions of them, the system of farming to be 
developed. It is scarcely necessaiy to men- 
tion, that upon the farm would be required 
a dwelling for the superintendent; quarters 
for the hands necessary for the labors of the 
field; stabling for well selected specimens 
of improved breeds of stock, illustrating the 
points of excellencies of each; and appro- 
priate arrangements for securing grain, far- 
ming utensils, Ac., from injury. There 
would be needed, also, if the University 
building did not afford sufficient accommo- 
dation, a separate building containing a Lec- 
ture-room, a Chemical Laboratory, and apart- 
ments for models or specimens of agricultu- 
ral machinery, and cabinets of Natural His- 
tory, embracing particularly specimens of 
all the known grasses, grains, textile plants, 
Ac., Ac., Ac,, collections or drawings of in- 
sects, birds, and minerals, which are, in any 
wise, connected with agricultural pursuits- 
or products. It should also contain a rend- 
ing and library room, and an apartment for 
the meetings of an Agricultural Society, in 
which essays should be read and discussions 
held every week upon topics connected with 
agriculture and political economy. The fa- 
cilities thus nflorded for research, and the 
spirit of inquiry thus awakenod could not 
tail to excite deep interest, and promote a 
high degree of improvement not only ou the 
rest of the studonts, but of the whole agri- 
cultural community around. 

In an Institution thus appointed, the 
science of Agriculture should be regularly 
and systematically taught by competent in- 
structors. Of these at least two would be 
required, in addition to the Superintendent. 
One of these would be occupied in teaching 
the various applications of Chemistry, and 
other branches of natural science to agricul- 
ture. Under his direction, students would 
have the privilege of becoming practically 
familiar with the methods of analyzing soil’s 
and manures, and also the opportunity of 
seeing exemplified upon the grounds of tho 
institution or hi excursions to neighboring 
tarns, the principles of proper tillage, or the 
evil results of erroneous methods. They 
would also be made acquainted with the pro 
cesses of those arts whicli are directly con- 
cerned with the products of agriculture — 
as the grinding, malting, fermenting or dis- 
tillation of grain; wine-making; hemp and 
tobacco manufacture, the production of su- 
gar, Ac., Ac. 

The other Professor would be required to 
give instruction in relation to the various 
improved breeds of farm animals and their 
respective excellencies; the true principles 
of crossing; the best methods of feeding, Ac.; 
the diseases of farm stock, remedies, Ac., 
Ac. Comparative anatomy- and physiology 
would be of course included, with dissec- 
tions, and all other necessary practical illus- 
trations. He would treat also of those 
agencies by which the hopes of the farmer 
are so often disappointed, as — the diseases of 
plants; insects injurious to vegetation, birds, 
troublesome weeds, Ac., with the most ap 
proved methods of management in relation 
to them. 

It would be the duty of the Superintend- 
ent to give lectures, during the winter, upon 
the business of Agriculture as it is related 
to profit, showing the relations of capital, la- 
bor, production and prices; the nature of 
landed estate; the mutual dependence of the 
different branches of farming, and their re- 
lations to Manufactures and Commerce. — 
He should develop tho art of tillage; notice 
the practical difficulties likely to arise, nod 
the most economical methods of surmount 
ing them, and explain the operation of agri 
cultural implements, and in general every 
thing necessary to the proper management 
of farm-crops. It would be his duty also to 
render the students familiar with a complete 
system of Agricultural Book-Keeping, by 
which the profits or losses upon all the va- 
rious branches of farming would be clearly 
exhibited, and by whicli all the operations 
of tho farm could be corrected and improv- 
ed. This I would esteem a most important 
feature in the proposed institution. The 
students should be accustomed to represent 
in figures the cost, the receipts and the pro- 
gress of cultivation uoon estates; to prepare 
yearly summaries, balance-sheets, Ac., and 
to acquire habits of accurate and careful 
calculation in regard to all the interests in- 
volved in farming. Nothing can give so full 
an insight into the relations of the different 
branches of agriculture as such a system of 
book-keeping. Nothing can so clearly ex 
hibit the resources which may be put into 
action by industrial capital, him! what is sup- 
plied by the soil, by active capital and by 
intelligence in its application. It would bo 
essential, therefore, that every facility should 
be nflorded for the attainment of practical 
skill in keeping regular journals, forming 
correct estimates and maintaining a regular 
and complete system of accounts. It would 
be also the duty of the Superintendent to 
leport and explain the various works un- 
dertaken upon the larm, and to afford to stu- 
dents every opportunity of seeing the prin- 
ciples of correct management exemplified. 

In the distribution of the various duties 
and subjects among two Professors and the 
Superintendent, as supposed above, I have 
by no means enumerated all the topics which 
•would require attention, nor have I design- 
ed to do more than furnish general sugges- 
ions as to tho classes of subjects and duties 
to be assigned to each respectively. All 
these matters would of course require to be 
-varied and adjusted, according to circum- 
stances. The three officers, above named, 
"would, however, be sufficient for all the pur- 
poses of the Institution in its full develop- 
ment. The farm should afford income suf- 
ficient to sustain the Superintendent. The 
two Professors would need to be otherwise 
provided for. 

In order to adapt the course of instruc- 
tion to the existing circumstances of our 
country, I would think it desirable to have 



blc, consistently with a just development of 
scientific principles. It should also be so 
arranged as to lie completed within one gear. 
This would be entirely practicable, at least 
in the case of those who had previously at 
tendod the usual Collegiate course of litera- 
ry and scientific education in the University; 
for the student, whose mental capacities had 
l>cen thus trained and developed, and who 
bad been already made acquainted witli the 
powers of Nature, and the means of regula- 
ting and directing them, would readily be- 
come, in a short period, an able and thorough 
agriculturist. It is this regular prelimi- 
nary education, indeed, that is one of the 
things needod in order to elevate agricultu- 
rists to their proper rank, and enable them 
to maintain a just equality with tlioso in 
other avocations in which learning is no 
more essential, and on which, it confers no 
higher dignity, in the view of enlightened 
reason. Rut there is another lliing equally, 
if not more necessary, to-wit: tlio elevation 
o( agriculture itself. As things arc, the 
scholar seldom finds in this pursuit the ne 
ccssary stimulus to mental effort or improve- 
ment. Ho finds it a mere art, degraded still 
more in beiug made the basis of mercenary 
traffic and sptculation, and rudely divested 
of the charms with which genius aud poetry 
had adorned it- He finds, in its fixed rou- 
tine, no use lor his classic d attainments, and 
no field for his scientific knowledge. The 
consequoncc if. that the only benefit ho has 
dorived from education is the improvement 
of his faculties. His Virgil and his Colum- 
ella; bis Principia and his Chemistry, lie 
unopened upon the shelf; his learning is 
forgotten; his tastes are deteriorated, and, 
all hi* nobler nature unemployed and unde- 
veloped, be becomes gradually absotbed in 
worldly pleasure or with pursuits of sordid 
gain. If, however, agriculture could be ele- 
vated to its proper position as a science, or 
rather, as a science of sciences, opening up a 
vast, and, as yet, in many respects, unex- 
plored Cold of research aud ennobling dis- 
covery, and affording the most ample range 
for tho exercise of the loftieet faculties, the 
most extensive knowledge, and tho highest 
cultivation of mind, it could then bestow 
those laureate honors which, as a mere art, 
it trails ignobly in the dust of the furrow, 
and would be, itself, still moye honored and 
exalted in return. It is the establishment 
of Schools of Agriculture that will prove the 
most efficient means of elevating this pur- 
suit, and the connexion of such Schools with 
Colleges and Universities, is equally neces- 
sary as that of Schools of Law or Medicine. 
The agriculturist has a right to demand 
equal facilities with those of others in order 
to perfect himself in his profession, and 
equally require special institutions for this 
purpose. 

At the same time, before concluding, I 
would remark that as, in the present circum- 
stances of the community, many might de- 
sire to avail themselves of the advantages of 
an Agricultural School, without having it 
in their power to take a preliminary College 
course, provision ought to be made for such 
cases by adapting the system of instruction 
to them, so that the course could be profita- 
bly attended by those who, already familiar 
with Agriculture as an art, should be desi- 
rous of attaining a clear comprehension and 
scientific view of its various processes and 
operations, so as to qualify them as mana- 
gers of estates.

From the Wheeling Intelligencer. 
Cassius M. Cray in Yiroinia. — The lar- 
gest political audience that ever assembled, 
within our recollection, at Washington Hall, 
was oonvened last Saturday evening to hear 
Cassius M. Clay. It was such an audience 
as any man might well be proud of. 

The respectability of the city in its es- 
sence, bone and sinew, was there, amt ready 
on his appearance to greet him with a burst 
of applause. He spoke nearly two hours, 
and to people who listened with wrapt at 
tention. They grec.ed every point he mado 
in his review of the struggles which free la- 
bor bad made and maintained against slavi 
labor with enthusiasm. 

A sentiment in this community wasdevel 
oped which politicians and deuiogogucs have 
affected heretofore to disregard as insignifi- 
cant. — As he traced the history of their 
struggles; as he contrasted the benefit of the 
one system with the evils of the other, as he 
weighed our condition here in the west 
against that of those who control us and 
subordinate us iu the east part of the State, 
the sympathies of the people gathered more 
intently upon his kindling words, and at 
last gave vent in a most hearty and unmis- 
takcablc endorsement. 

He told our people what he had suffered 
and lost in this struggle. He told thorn of 
the proscription with which he had been 
visited for his attachment to his principles, 
— and he told them how that live or die — in 
every place and under all circumstances he 
had determined to vindicate those principles 
because he felt that they wero right. And 
his audience said amen in the applauding 
stamps in which they greeted these words. 

Cassius Clay has many things to be proud 
of. His life has been a series of hard fonght 
struggles, but always victorious — but he may 
well rank the emphatic greetings which he 
recoived at Washington Hall last Saturday 
nighe, as among the chief grorics of a well 
spent life.
